Education and 
world order 


by W. B. CURRY 


BELIEVE that world order, if we ever succeed in attaining 
it, will result in the first instance from the creation of appro- 
priate social, political and economic institutions. It is true 


that ‘a change of heart” is also 
necessary, but I believe that the 
institutions will have to come 
first and that they, in turn, will 
help the change of heart to come 
about. 

Existing education is in many ways 
an obstacle both to the creation of the 
necessary institutions and to the 
growth of the change of heart. If a 
world order is to prove stable and if 
it is to be founded upon justice and 
decency, certain changes in education 
will be needed. It is the object of this 
article to indicate briefly the nature 
of some of these changes.

THE most obvious need is to put a 

stop to the deliberate inculcation 
of nationalism in schools. History and 
Literature are both frequently taught 
in such a fashion ag to make the 
children more bombastic and bellicose 
than they would otherwise have been. 
‘to read some History books one 
would suppose that foreigners only 
existed in order that one’s own 
country should ‘achieve renown by 
defeating them. 

Plainly, if civilization is to survive, 
History must be taught in a different 
spirit. It must cease to be a record 
of the military and political successes 
of the country in which it is taught, 
and instead be a means of leading the 
children to understand the long story 
of human development. 

Allied to this question is the ex- 
cessive promotion of the spirit of 
partisanship. It is, of course, 
necessary for children to learn to co- 
operate, and to that extent the team 
spirit is valuable. But the sort of 
co-operation which will be needed 
under conditions of world order will 
be that which is involved in creating 
something valuable rather than that 
which is involved in defeating some 
othey herd. In many schools children 
only learn to co-operate when groups 
are competing with each other. What 
is important is to learn to co-operate 
without having any other group to be 
defeated. 

In any time to which we can look 
forward the world will contain am- 
bitious or unscrupulous men or groups 
anxious to enlist the support of masses 
of credulous dupes in the furtherance 
of their own ambitions. One safe- 
guard against this is to make people 
as far as possible immune to pro- 
paganda. This in turn means that 
we should all be possessed of some 
degree of scepticism. 

I believe that schools could do much 
more than they have done in the past 
to promote the habit of examining 
beliefs critically and to lead children 
to see that the will to doubt can be 
as useful as the will to believe. It 
entails of course that education 
should involve more discussion and 
less instruction and that teachers 
should cease to claim infallibility. 
Children should be encouraged to 
demand evidence for any propositions 
which they are asked to believe.

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The article which we publish 
here, by the Headmaster of Dart- 
ington Hall School, brings io an 
end our series in which expert 
writers have discussed the vartous 
issues raised in the National Peti- 
tion for a Constructive Peace. This 
final article shows what kind of 
changes will be necessary if “the 
promotion of education in the re- 
sponsibilities of world citizenship” 
(to quote the Petition itself) is to 
become a fact. 

Since this series began seven 
weeks ago the Allied war-leaders 
have revealed some of their plans 
for the post-war settlement. If 
those who agree with the general 
purpose of the Campaign for a 
Constructive Peace are to make 
their opinion effective, they must 
find some way of doing so before 
these post-war plans are taken a 
stage further at the forthcoming 
San Francisco conference of the 
United Nations. 

The National Petition gives them 
a chance to do this, for, as we 
report below, the Petition itself 
will be presented to the British 
delegation to the San Francisco 
conference, 


But they do hope to drag 
Europe down with them into the 
abyss. It is a strange and 
sinister hope—scarcely compre- 
hensible to an Englishman—but 
it must be taken with the 
'utmost seriousness. 


The element of nihilism is deep- 
seated in the Nazi faith. And the 
Nazi faith is a faith: a fanatical re- 
|ligion, held by a small minority of 
; desperate and able men who conceive 
themselves as instruments of Destiny. 
At present they still hold power in 
i Germany. 


| Disaster for Europe 


1 TINO fight the European war blindly 

on to the conclusion.of “uncon- 
ditional surrender” is, almost cer- 
tainly, to play the Nazi game: to 
allow ourselves, partly through mental 
inertia, partly through a natural in- 
capacity to believe that the nihilism 
of the Nazis is real, to become the 
accomplices in their purpose of 
destruction. 


Six months more of the present in- 
eredible concentration of Anglo- 
American destructive power against 
the most highly organized country in 
Europe will, in all probability, do 
such damage to the fabric of Euro- 
pean society that a steep downward 
plunge into political chaos and raging 
epidemics of disease will be inevitable. 


Of the appalling devastation of the 
industrial cities of Germany there is 
already a cloud of witnesses: what 
comes with an unexpected shock is 
the realization that the agricultural 
devastation is equally prodigious. A 
war-correspondent of the Daily Mail 
(Mar. 19) reports a countryside over 
miles of which farm-buildings are so 
shattered that even a_ standing 
chicken-coop is an astonishment. 


PETITION CLOSES IN TWO WEEKS 


Will go to Britain’s 
San Franscisco 
delegates 


NER. Gerald Bailey, Director of the 


National Peace: Council, in a 
special message to Peace News, 
appeals “for just one more big 


heave,” to use the Prime Minister’s 
phrase, to ensure the success of the 
National Petition for a Constructive 
Peace before the Petition closes in a 
fortnight’s time. 


“Peace News has given magnificent 
support throughout the campaign,” 
said Mr. Bailey, “but: I would urge 
every reader of the paper to make 
just some further effort in the short 
time that remains. 


“The Petition is te be presented 
to the British delegation to the San 
Francisco Conference, and it pro- 
vides, therefore, a vital opportunity 
of indicating te this momentous 
gathering the strength of public 
support in Great Britain for the 
courageous and constructive imter- 
national policies which alone can 
put an end to war.” 


sOThe Petition atready has 
thousands of signatures to its credit,” 
said Mr, Bailey. “But,” he added 
emphatically, “ they are not enough. 
It would seem that the Petition has 
not even been signed yet—much less 
actively supported—by many members 
of the peace and progresssive organi- 
sations which are deeply committed 
to the ideal of a constructive and 
enduring settlement after this war. 


“Ts it too much to ask that these 
signatures should now be_ forth- 
coming and that everyone who reads 
these words should secure, at least 
some additional signatures within the 


Inext two weeks? 


“ Of course, the Petition is not and 
cannot be just the declaration many 
readers of Peace News would desire, 
but it reflects clearly enough the 
demand for a_ constructive peace 
programme, and it will be deplorable, 
in my judgment, if the opportunity 
to voice that demand—which the 
Petition provides—is not fully taken 
at this critical juncture.

“April 14 has been fixed as the 
latest date for receiving signatures at 
144 Southampton Row, W.C.1. May 
I ask every reader to go out for at 
least half-a-dozen extra signatures in 
the intervening time? It is a modest 
eall for an extremely vital cause, but, 
if it was fully responded to, the 
Petition would be notably reinforced.” 


No security from 
Dumbarton Oaks plan 


“Events: in Italy and Greece have confirmed 
our criticism of the Dumbarton Oaks warld- 
security proposals," declared Dr. Jessie Wallace 
Hughan, Secretary of the US War Resisters 
League, in a statement releasing a resolution 
of the League's Executive Committee on the 
subject. ‘‘The proposed five-Power alliance is 
unlikely to obtain security for small nations or 
even to hold together Jong enough to set up a 
peace guaranteed by international] force,’’ Dr. 
Hughan said. 


The resolution of the War Resisters League 
says, in part: ‘‘We see them (the proposals) as 
representing no true international arrangement 
but the domination of the world by the five 
most heavily armed Powers.” The ignoring of 
the obligations of large nations to small 
nations, as pledged in the Atlantic Charter, 
was especially noied. 


Suggestions for modifications of the Dum- 
barton Oaks proposals, made by the War 
Resisters League, include: ‘democratic inter- 
nationa]: machinery, capable of handling vita] 
world problems, membership open to all and 
enforcement of world law on individuals rather 
than on nations.” The acid test of the good 
faith in the new world organization was recog- 
nized by the War Resisters League ta be the 
willingness of the nations to agree to the 
universal abolition of conscription.

JoROM agricultural devastation of 

this kind there is no possibility of 
recovery save over a long period of 
years. And in the meantime, even 
after the organized military warfare 
has ended, the process of recovery 
cannot begin. There will be a post- 
war period—perhaps as long as three 
years—when the dislocation and 
misery and disease will increase and 
not diminish: for the physical means 
of economic and social recovery will 
have been destroyed. 

To believe that the US can and will 
replace those instruments of produc- 
tion is a delusion. Even if it had the 
will, it has not the productive power 
or the transport to do it in time. 

When and if some German “govern- 
ment” surrenders unconditionally, the 
huge American armies will still be in 
Europe, stil] making the same colossal 
demand on transport for their sus- 
tenance. Only the cargo-space taken 
by actual destructive munitions of 
war will be available for food and re- 
construction material for Europe, 

The margin will be pitifully made- 
quate: the demand upon it, from the 
hberated countries and from Ger- 
many, colossal. It will probably take 
three years simply to arrest the con- 
tinued process of decline. 


We share the danger 


( NE dares not contemplate the 

European winter that will follow 
if this war of sheer destruction goes 
on to the end of this summer. 

Yet it is fatally easy for the 
average Englishman—still more the 
average American living in compara- 
tive comfont—to imagine that the 
destruction of Germany (which is also 
the destruction of Holland and the 
other not yet liberated territories) 
does not really concern him. It is 
faint and far away, like a’famine in 
India or China, with the difference 
that in the case of the Far East he is 
sorry for the poor beggars, but not 
for the Germans who have brought it 
on themselves. 

But in fact the dissolution of 
Europe threatens the very vitals of 
this country. Organized Europe is 
our protection against the epidemics 
of disease that may break a civiliza- 
tion. 
too late, that we are members of one 
another after all. 


How to end it 


ND for what are we running this 

tremendous risk of mortal peril? 
For the satisfaction of obtaining “un- 
conditional surrender.” Of, or by 
whom? No-one can seriously believe 
that Hitler, Himmler, and Goebbels— 
if they are the effective Nazi trium- 
virate—will surrender unconditionally 
on Germany's behalf. The only hope of 
obtaining unconditional surrender is 
to obtain it from the Army Com- 
mand: for an alternative government 
not based on the Army Command is 
inconceivable. 

But—to make a bull—in order to 
obtain unconditional surrender from 
the German Army you must offer it 
conditions. You must try to drive a 
wedge between it and the fanatical 
Nazi leadership. Make the conditions

“WHERE RUSSIA 
WINS 


TPHERE is no doubt that at the 

present time the Soviet Govern- 
ment is making the political running in 
the world. The time is plainly past 
when the ideology of liberalism and 


parliamentary democracy emanating 
from Britain exercised a compulsive 
fascination on the peoples of Europe. 
Tnat ideology, though outwardly 
triumphant at the end of the last war, 
was already over-ripe and in decay. 
The League of Nations was a transfer 
of the parliamentary idea in its ultra- 
democratic form to the relations of 
nation-States. One man, one vote; 
one nation, one vote. Yet there was, 
not unnaturally, a complete absence 
of the basic assumption of workable 
parliamentarianism—the willingness 
of the minority to accept the govern- 
ment of the majority. The parlia- 
mentarianism of the League of 
Nations was like that of the old Polish 
Diet with its libexum veto. One vote, 
one veto. Like the Polish Diet, it 
ended in anarchy. 


Thus the apparent triumph of the 
liberal and parliamentary ideology 
was merely the presage of its own 
discomfiture. Elevated to a panacea, 
it cured nothing at all. Very quickly 
it became discredited in most Euro- 
pean countries. After the Russian 
Consultative Assembly was broken up 
by the Bolsheviks, country after 
country found parliamentarianism un- 
workable in practice and submitted to 
authoritarian government — by no 
means a novelty in history, but given 
a new name when Mussolini called his 
supporters Fascists—in memory of 
the insignia of the Roman praetors. 


Indeed there was something new in 
the new authoritarianism. Not in the 
authoritarianism itself—that is ag old 
as government —but in the fact that 
it followed a breakdown of parlia- 
mentary democracy. That sequence 
alsqg wag not historically new: it has 
been observed and given the status of 
a law by the two great Greek political 
philosophers, Plato and Aristotle. But 
democracy itself had disappeared 
from the scene of history so long that 
the opinions of Plato and Aristotle 
seemed antediluvian and irrelevant in 
the new era of mass-democracy. That 
really was a new thing—the joint pro- 
duct of Rousseauist Christianity and 
the new industrialism. It 
urban ideology. Where there was a 
large peasant population, it came to 
grief. France swung wildly between 
Caesarism and democracy until it was 
exhausted. Further east in Europe 
where the peasants were more primi- 
tive, the pendulum oscillated even 
more wildly between pseudo-parlia- 
mentarianism and tyranny. 

Russia was the Jand of the peasant 
par excellence. The Russian Revolu- 
tion established itself by letting the 
peasants seize the land. As the French 
Revolution had done. But the Bol- 
sheviks discarded the democratic rest 
of the French revolutionary idea. Tt 


had been tried and it had failed in | 


Europe. Revolutions, the Bolsheviks 
knew, ended in dictatorships. This 
time the revolution itself should 
deliberately engender its own dictator- 
ship. Dictatorship was neecssary to 
carry the economic revolution through, 


The Russian Revolution has 
emerged from its ordeal victorious. It 
now offers the land-hungry peasantry 
of Eastern Europe the land. What 
have we to offer? Greece shows 
pretty plainly. Parliamentary govern- 
ment which will only work so long 
as there are British armies to uphold 
it. It has.no roots. Our offer is out 
of date and meaningless. The Russian 
offer gets home. Land for the land- 
hungry first: industrialization next: 
authoritarian government during the 
process. What at the end of it? 
Simple commonsense indicates the in- 
clusion of Eastern Europe in the 
Federation of Soviet Republies. And 
that is not only a great deal better 
than anarchy; but also a great deal 
better than anything in the realm of 
the practicable that either Britain or 
USA can put before the common man 
of Eastern Europe.

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THE MAN OF THE AGE 


AS Hamlet mad? Not, at any rate, in the same sense 
as the capering maniacs who were a part of the comic 
relief in many Elizabethan plays. 

mad it is not in quite the same sense as the thousands of lost 
souls who, in lunatic asylums all over the world, dream away 
their belief that they are Jesus, Napoleon, or Julius Caesar. 

Is remaining out of an asylum the test of sanity? It is one 
of the tests, for it is possible to believe oneself Napoleon and 
yet not be mad. Napoleon had that belief. And Hitler is— 


Hitler. 


The deeper we look for a definition of sanity, the harder 
To be sane, one might say, is to 
recognize the limits of the possible. But, on the other hand, 
to recognize absolute limits to possibility is an end te all 
activity. It is mental and moral death, for every discovery is 
a discovery of the possibility of what was thought impossible. 


it is to avoid nonsense. 


Progress is a perpetual challenge 
to sterile and conservative sanity. So, 
what Hitler has done would have 
seemed a mad dream in 1930. But he 
has done it, and the world is proved to 
be a place in which many, if not all, 
of the dreamy of a Hitler can be played 
out in solid truth. What does that 
tell us about Hitler—-and about the 
world? 


Uncomfortable truth 


It is the great virtue of Konrad 
Heiden’s book* that it is prepared to 
face uncomfortable truth. To disniiss 
Hitler as mad is too easy. It ends 
in the superstition that he is a 
monster of supernatural powers, 
instead of in the realization that— 
whether he is a monster or not—he is 
a part of this world’s natural history. 
Hitler, says Konrad Heiden, fas a 
wisdom all his own: 


“When he related horror stories 
about the Wise Mom of Zion, a 
sceptical henchman might protest: 
‘Adolf, you can’t tell people such 


stuff’ Then he wonld smilingly 
reply: ‘You can tell people anu- 
thing!’ And the sceptie was sud- 


denly seized with the terrible sus- 

picion, subjecting the whole world 

to doubt: perhaps he is wiser than 
all of us!” 

Hitler is often dismissed ag though 
he were a creature of naked violence. 
But he has also “something else.” 
And it is the “something else’?—not

the familiarity of naked violence— 
which we most deeply fear, and which 
shows itself in Vansittartism and the 
policy of “unconditional surrender.” 

We are, so we say, democrats, 
Hitler, too--in his own terms—has 
claimed to be a democrat. a leader, 
but one acclaimed by _ plebiscite. 
Democracy ig of subtler stuff than 
plebiscites; at one level we can reject 
Hitler’s claim easily enough. But 
there is something left, and what is 
left is a profound satire on dero- 
cracy, so profound that it terrifies 
even us, the British, who are the 
“elect” of freedom and representative 
government. 


Only in Germany? 


The sturdy dictator-by-violence did 
not worry about plebiscites. He 
knew where his powers lay. Hitler 
rejoices in  plebiscites: he cannot 
resist the claim to be a representative 
leader, even if it is based upon 
plebiscites that are false. And they 
ave false—but would our plebiscites 
be true? 

Some Germans at least have been 
dazzled by the magic of Hitler’s self- 
asserted infallibility. Are we never 
dazzled by our léaders? In Germany

"THE WAY TO RECOVERY 2 


Towards World Recovery: Plans and Proposals 
for International Functional Co-operation, 
By the Rev. Henry Carter, C.B.E. Foreword 
by the Earl of Parth. National Peace 
Council, 2s. 6d. 

In an address under National Peace Council] 
auspices which we recently reported, Mr. H. 
N. Brailsford pointed out how the urgent prab- 
lems of European relief and reconstruction 
could provide the opportunity to develop the 
functional co-operation which might in time 
bring unity to the Continent.

Signatory checking | 
yes the days before the war we 
talked rather proudly of our mem- 
bership of 135,000. Today, if asked 
to give a membership figure, we give 
it rather doubtfully, because, of the 
99,000 members still in our file, there 
are 80,000 about whom we “don’t 
now.” 

The only satisfactory way in which 
we can get to know the strength of 
the PPU, and be sure that we are in 
touch with all our sound members, is 
for Groups and Contact Members 
(and individual members in districts 
where there is no organization) to 
eanvass local signatories. This 
sounds a fearsome task, particularly 
if those checking are presented with a 
list of 200 signatories when they 
thought there were not more than 30 
or 40 signatories in their district, out 
invariably it produces results of great 
value locally and to Headquarters 
a great dea] of dead wood, certainly, 
but also new contacts for the group, 
new subscribers and new Peace News 
readers—even a new eroup where pre- 
viously there was no activity.

as drastic as you can rationally im- 
pose on any society that you desire to 
remain organized. But give them 
something concrete: something which 
is perceptibly better than the conse- 
quences of fighting on. 


At present, what better has the 
patriotic German to hope for by 
ceasing to fight? Nothing. The best 


he can do for himself and his country 
as things are is to fight on till the 
whole war-organization completely 
collapses. 


The German hope 


RY retiring stubbornly and slowly 

from territory that the Allies have 
devastated and ruined, the Germans 
ensure that the burdens on the Allies 
steadily increase, They cannot permit 
chaos or epidemic disease on their 
lines of conimunication while they are 


fighting. And every week those 
burdens increase. The primary 
demands of the liberated countries 


have to be met, and they grow. 

The German hop: that these new 
demands may weaken the power of 
the Allied attack may be extravagant 
and desperate, But, since they have 
nothing to gain by surrendering, even 
the saner heads among them may 
entertain the hope. If collapse of the 
whole war-organization comes, the 
responsibility for action passes from 
them. The choice is really between 
self-induced or unavoidable collapse. 


That the Allies have offered Ger- 
many as a whole nothing better than 
an enforced participation in the 
nihilism of the Nazis must be 
reckoned one of the supreme instances 
of lack of imagination in_ history. 
But there is still time to save some- 
thing from the wreck of Europe— 
which the Nazis desire, and we do not, 
Is there the will to try?

tried is to be found in a very 
interesting article by a German re- 
fugee in the Daily Mail (Mar, 23) in 
which he points out that, on certain 
conditions, there are people in Ger- 
many who will genuinely collaborate

Confidence weakened 


A CCORDING to the Daily Herald 
* (Mar, 22) the reason why there 
is a deadlock jin the work of the 
Moscow committee on Polish affairs 
(composed of the British and 
American ambassadors and M. 
Molotov) is simple.

The Turks were already appre- 
hensive of this, when (as men- 
tioned last week) they found them- 
selves subjected to a stream of hostile 
propaganda from Moscow.

“There 
is however one regrettable fact. No 
Rrevious intimation of the Russian 
decision was given to Britain and 
America.”

Moscow Radio (Mar. 21) says a 
statement has been sent to the 
Turkish President. 

“Tn this statement it is pointed out 
that the Soviet Government considers 
that in consequence of the great 
changes which have taken place this 
treaty no longer corresponds to the 
new conditions and needs considerable 
improvement.”

are they to be peacefully settled? The 
alternative to the argument of force 
is the force of argument. This entails 
a widespread belief in the efficacy of 
reason and persuasion, and a wide- 
spread willingness to compromise. 
If education is to promote this atti- 
tude it will need to be conducted in 
a different spirit. 


The arts of reason and persuasion 
are difficult arts and if they are to 
become widespread much encourage- 
ment will be needed. If schools could 
become less authoritarian, if teachers 
could become less power-loving, and 
if democratic procedure could become 
universal in schools, a great deal 
could be done to promote both the 
practice of reason, persuasion and 
compromise, and a belief in their 
efficacy. It is too late to begin doing 
this after people are grown-up. 


* 


‘THIS naturally leads to the ques- 

tion- of the use of force in 
education. Adults who habitually use 
or threaten force are teaching the 
children by example that they them- 
selves believe in force. 

Now whatever one may feel about 
whether world order entails the com- 
plete abandonment of the use of 
force, everyone must agree that there 
is no hope of world peace or world 
order so long as the resort to force 


is psychologically easy. The least 
that is required is a widespread 
feeling that force, however un- 


avoidable, is a confession of failure: 
something to which one resorts with 
infinite reluctance when all other 
methods have failed. 


Parents and_ schoolmasters who 


habitually use force with their 
children are bringing their children 
up to think of force as a first resort, 
not as a last resort. People so 
educated think of force as a normal 
and customary part of life.” There 
can be no hope of a satisfactory 


world order so long as such people | 


exist in large numbers. 
* 


LASTLY, the history of recent 

years has combined with the 
findings of modern psychology to 
make us realize the challenge to 
education presented by the problem 
of sadism. There can be no doubt, I 
think, that a larger proportion of so- 
called civilized people than would 
until recently have seemed credible 
can not only tolerate cruelty but 
actually delight in it. Such people 
would find a peaceful world tame, 
and would be anxious to upset it. It 
is important that their numbers 
should be reduced. , 

If modern psychology is to be 
believed, sadistic impulses in adults 
are very largely the result of un- 
necessary frustrations and depriva- 
tions in infancy and childhood. It 
follows that a kinder and friendlier 
and saner generation could be pro- 
duced if education were conducted 
with more respect for the children 
and with greater knowledge and 
understanding of their needs, 

In this respect there has been a 
very marked change for the better 
in schools and homes though very 
much remains to be done. I cannot 
doubt, however, that the modern 
tendency to respect the psycho- 
logical needs of children is one of 
the most important steps towards 
world order. 


MORE POLITICS 
IN THE A.T.C. 


| TN our issue of Dee. 22 we quoted 

from The Fledgeling, the monthly 
bulletin of the 296 (Stoke Newington) 
Squadron of the ATC, the opinion 
that “Hitler was put in power by 
95% of the German people, and every 
one of that 95¢¢—man, woman and 
child—is our enemy” (and more to 
the same effect). We observed that 
this would not reassure those who 
feared that pre-Service training units 
would condition the minds of young 
people for militaristic purposes, and 
that such one-sided comment on a 
subject of acute political controversy 
seemed out of place in this kind of 
publication. 


The March issue of The Fledgeling 
returns to the subject in these words: 


“We are told that ane of the few publica- 
tions having for its object the promotion of 
‘peace’ (you will observe the inverted 
commas) has taken us to task for our pro- 
} nouncements concerning the German nation. 
We know this tyne of neriodical of old; we 
know its type of reader---youfig men who 
wear green spurts coats, pink shirts, cor- 
duroy trousers and Jong hair; and young 
women who think themselves to be ‘ad- 
vanced’, This war has not heen won by that 
type of person; and we will do our damned- 
est to prevent that type from dictating the 
| peace. We repeat: WE ARE AT WAR 

WITH 95% OF THE GERMAN NATION. 

MAN, WOMAN AND CHILD. 95% of the 
German nation exulted in the crimes of 
LIDICE, the sinking of the ATHENIA, the 
massacre of WARSAW, and the indiscrimin- 
ate bombing of LONDON. 

“The memory: of the British public is 
short-—far too short; but we do not forget! 
Neither do the parents and relatives of our 
old comrades who have given their lives. 
Germany could not have waged such a war 
without the overwhelming support of most of 
her population. That population has been, 
and etill is, militarily minded. For the sake 
of the years to come, we must crush that 
mind.”
